Is the Marquis of Salisbury aware of the fact 
that, when the large meeting of riflemen 
at Wimbledon had  signalised approval of 
Lord Wantage’s alternative Richmond pad- 
dock site for the annual meeting of the 
National Rifle Association, groans loud and deep 
were given by the Volunteers for the Duke 
after the loyal cheers had been raised for 
the Queen? I have not seen this significant 
incident mentioned in print; and I ven- 
ture to call attention to it in order that 
Lord Salisbury and the Government may 
accurately judge of the deplorable effect of the 
Duke’s utterly selfish antagonism to Lord 
Wemyss, Lord Wantage, and the National Rifle 
Association in the matter of Wimbledon Com- 
mon. ‘This imperious proceeding is of a piece 
with the callousness of Society whenever its 
supposed interests clash with the interests of the 
People.

Mr. E. Newitt have laboured so energetic- 
ally; and was enabled to appreciate the 
seductive picturesqueness of the trout-stocked 
lake, and of the cosy bungalows which stud the 
captivating plantation. Bellaggio is crowned by 
a well-built club-house, commanding magnifi- 
cent views in Kent and Sussex, having spacious 
rooms for dinner or breakfast, as well as private 
rooms for members, and possessing lawn-tennis 
grounds and most romantic woodland walks. In 
brief, Bellaggio’s Bungalow village and club- 
house occupy a site of such remarkable natural 
beauty that the existing village should very soon 
become a large Pleasure Town.

Last Wzrx's Wrecxs.—Eleven British and 
eight foreign vessels were reported as shipwrecks 
last week, but only three (one Norwegian and 
two British vessels) were wrecked off the British 
Isles.

AxRoNAUTIC enthusiasts like Mr. Charles Spencer 
are ever ready to dilate on the collapse of Mr.

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second's notice. By another ingenious arrange- 
ment the performer is also enabled, on taking to 
his .parachute, to rip up the balloon and thus 
cause it to sink to the earth (that is, if the 
balloon be willing to undergo this form of 
“happy despatch ’’). 

Just upon the stroke of half-past six on Satur- 
day evening, Mr. Baldwin, attired in acrobat's 
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costume, accompanied by Mr. G. A. Farini, 
appeared on the ground on the south side of the 
palace, where the balloon awaited him, and 
amid the loud cheers of the immense crowd who 
had assembled to see the feat proceeded to give his 
finaldirections. Then, slinging himself on toa 
bent rope, for there was no car to the balloon, he 
gave the signal to cast off, and at once sailed 
upwards with great rapidity, the light breeze 
carrying him away to the southward. It now 
became evident that unless Baldwin at once 
descended he would be carried too far, and 
would probably find himself compelled to land 
amongst the houses of Wood-green or Hornsey. 
He evidently saw this, for before he had quite 
made up his measure of 1000 ft. he took to his 
parachute. Amid breathless excitement he was 
seen darting through the air holding on to the 
bar of his parachute, which did not open until 
he had descended some 100 ft. The machine 
was then seen,to be shaped like a gigantic 
umbrella with flexible ribs. From the moment 
the parachute inflated, Baldwin's descent at once 
became much slower, and he landed in a field 
beyond the enclosure of the palace, about 500 
yards from the spot whence he had started, amid 
tumultuous applause. He was quite calm and 
unhurt, and seemed to have plenty of strength 
left, as he doubled at a good speed towards the 
palace, pursued by thousands of enthusiastic 
admirers. : 


death on July 24, 1837; and will also remind 
listeners of the melancholy accident of a similar 
nature which cost Vincent De Groof his life. We 
likewise illustrate the apparatus of poor De Groof, 
a daring Belgian, named “The Flying. Man.” 
Vincent De Groof constructed a parachute to 
imitate the flight of a bird. He brought it 
to London, ascended from the late Cremorne 
Gardens, and descended safely from a height 
of between 300 and 400 feet in Essex, on 
June 29, 1874. ı It was on the ensuing 9th of 
July that the fatality occurred to him. De Groof's 
parachute, attached to Mr. Joseph Simmons's 
balloon, had ascended from Cremorne, on a 
Thursday evening. It will be observed that the 
general plan of De Groof's apparatus was that of 
8 bat on the wing, the framework being made of 
cane and the membrane of stout waterproof silk ; 
the wings being altogether 37 feet long, with an 
average breadthof 4feet: and the tail being 18 feet 
by 3 feet. By the aid of three levers, as he stood in 
his small wooden stand, De Groof aimed to reach 
the ground safely by a swooping motion. On 
the terrible occasion referred to, De Groof de- 
tached his machine from the balloon; but the 
apparatus collapsed, and turned round and round, 
and fell with great violence in Robert-street, 
Chelsea. De Groof was still breathing when he 
was extricated from the machine: but had 
expired before he reached the hospital.

THE SHAM FIGHT AT THE 
IRISH EXHIBITION. 


Tux Irish Exhibition at Olympia, which owes sb 
much to the zeal and devotion of Lord Arthur 
Hil, M.P., is at last well worth a visit. It is 
now recognised as one of the sights of London. 
May it draw the hearts of Dublin and of London 
more closely together ! 


THE MILITARY SPECTACLE, 


which is the chief attractive novelty, takes place 
in the spacious new Pleasure-Grounds adjoining 
Olympia. The lofty wooden walls which have 
been erected enclose a large ring, fitted with 
stone wall and other jumps for horses, and the 
now familiar Drogheda Castle, which is brought 
into action during the new performances. ‘The 
first business on the day the new programme 
was submitted was a parade of the dainty little 
black Kerry cattle, which serve as object-lessons 
and milk-providers in the dairy department. 
Next came the first public use of the inclosure 
asahippodrome. Lord Tredegar, Mr. O’Connor 
Norris, and Captain Kerr officiated as judges in 
deciding the merits of a number of Irish hunters, 
the first batch being weight-carriers over sixteen 
hands. Captain Beresford’s chestnut gelding 
was placed first, and a gelding and mare shown 
by Mr. Scully, of Dublin, second and third 
respectively. It was, however, the jumping trials 
that best pleased the spectators. There area stone 
wall, five-barred gate, water-jump, and one of 
those high embankments over which the true 
Irish hunter scrambles so cleverly. The jump- 
ing was very good, and Mrs. Williamson, her 
little daughter, and. Miss Streeter represented 
the side-saddle section. A boy rider, who rode 
excellently well, had three or four tumbles; 
one adult rider got a nasty fall in taking the 
gate; and there were several hair-breadth 
escapes. ‘The first prize went to a clever roan, 
ridden and owned by Mr. Melcedy, of Dublin ; 
the second, Mr. E. Johnson’s chestnut. 

The piéce de résistance came last in the shape of 
asham fight. According to the bills this affair 
represented an engagementin the Indian Mutiny. 
Drogheda Castle, for this particular purpose, was 
supposed to be a fortified place held by the 
Sepoys, and it is (quoting from the programme) 
“invested and captured by detachments of 
cavalry, infantry, and artillery.” The operations 
caused much amusement. There was a pro- 
digious amount of firing from the redcoats and 
mounted troopers. The gunners blazed away 
with cannon and mortars, the rifles banged right 
and left, and all in good time the gates of the 
castle were blown in, the enemy was overpowered, 
and the rebel flag was hauled down to make room 
for the Union Jack.

He spent a few coppers in food, and, 
haviug ascertained that he could be supplied with 
lodgings, he left the house for about an hour, and 
returning at about nine o'clock, went to bed. He 
had attracted the notice of Mr. and Mrs. Hancock 
by reason of his dress being superior to that of 


‘their usual class of customers; but nothing seemed 


to have excited their suspicion till the next morn- 
ing, when, while having some breakfast, Barber 
was observed handling a newspuper in such a way 
as to give the idea that he was conning the ad- 
vertisements, while close examination showed he 
was reading the news. On Saturdav, he again 
went to the shop, and Mr. Hancock spoke to 
Constable Buchanan, 612 T, about him. Shortly 
afterwards Barber left the shop, but had not pro- 
ceeded far when Buchanan spoke to him, asking if 
he was going far. Barber muwbled an answer of an 
evasive character, and the constable thereupon put 
his hand on his shoulder, and was proceeding to say 
he should arrest him on suspicion, when Barber 
-©xclaimed, 
fI KNOW WHAT YOU WANT: I AM THE MAN 
BARBER.” 

At the police -station he again admitted his 
identity, and, besides handing over to the Inspector 
on duty a written statement relative to the mystery, 
he made a verbal statement, when told that he would 
be detained till the arrival of the Walthamstow 
police, to the effect that he did not administer the 
drug to Mrs. French, but that while he was serving 
& customer in the shop she took a dose out of a bottle 


TO ALLAY HER TOOTHACHE. 
He added, 

I do not think she meant to poison herself—she did not 
Seem to be a woman who would do so. We were great 
Íriends; but there was nothing improper between us. I 
tried to restore her, but failed, and 1 ran away in the ex- 
citement of the moment. I did not exactly know what I 
was doing. 

He further stated that he took some money from 
Mr. Hamilton’s shop; but the greater part of the 
cash was stolen from him when drunk by some 
Women with whom he was in company on Saturday. 

efore leaving Brentford, Barber was searched, and 
on him was found twopence-ialfpenny in bronze, a 
pawnticket relating to his waistcoat, and a bottle of 
prussic acid. It was presumed from this that 

BARBER CONTEMPLATED SUICIDE, 
and that he had intended his written statement to be 
found on his body when he was discovered dead. 
Barber was formally charged ** on suspicion of having 
caused the death of Annie Mary French, by adminis- 
tering to her a certain noxious drug." When arrested 
he was unshaven, and altogether presented a deplor- 
able yv He was brought up at the 
Stratford Petty Sessions on Monday. Barber was 
Charged on suspicion with having caused the death 
of Mrs. French, by administering to her a noxious 
drug, at Walthamstow. The evidence of Playle, 
he errand-boy who surreptitiously handed the note 

Mrs. French, and a child named Patchett, the son 
of a butcher, was taken, and, on the application of 
the police, the further hearing of the charge was 
adjourned till Saturday.

I left her in the room with the 
preparation, and on my return I found she had taken 
the whole of the dose of strong solution of morphia. 
On my discovering this I thought it was possible she 
had pitched the contents of the small bottle into the 
fireplace, but on looking round I could not find any- 
thing in the fireplace. I looked at her closely, and 
found she was reeling about.”’ 

“IN MY FRIGHT I RUSHED AWAY." 

** Upon this I rushed into the kitchen and got a 
little brandy, which I knew was a stimulant, and 
some sal volatile, which was in the shop. I gave her 
ቤ strong dose of sal volatile and brandy, and undid 
her dress round the neck. I then put some cold 
water in a bowl and bathed her forehead, and tried 
to keep her moving about. Immediately after I had 
done this she fell from my arms on to the couch, and 
said, ‘I am dying. I then took hold of her and 
looked at her, and found she was changing fast, and 
could not recover. My first thought was to rush for ቤ 
doctor, but knowing that at that part of the day he 
would probably be out, I thought it better to stay 
with her. I gave her some sal volatile, which seemed 
to take no effect, and in my fright I rushed away, 
not knowing what to do with myself. I rushed up- 
stairs to change my clothes. So far as outrage or 
operation is concerned, no such thing ever entered 
my mind, as there was nothing of the kind necessary. 
I took the money away—about £6 or £7.” 

THE NOTE ABOUT ‘SOME CIGARETTES." 

* Regarding the letter, it had nothing to do with 
it whatever, as she was coming, so the boy says, as 
soon as she was dressed. I only referred to some 
cigarettes which I had asked her to make for me, 
she having done so on several occasions.—Signed, 
WM.

AGRARIAN MURDERS IN IRELAND. 


James Ruane was working in a field at Glouna- 
mukle, county Cork, in company with his employer, 
David McAuliffe, a farmer, last Saturday morniog, 
when a man whose face was hidden by a white cloth, 
approached them with a double-barrel gun. He 
asked McAuliffe for his name, which he gave, and 
Ruane, on being asked the same question, gave a 
false name. ‘The stranger told Ruane to go on his 
knees and beg his pardon, and on the command being 
obeyed, he deliberately shot him twice and decamped, 
having also discharged at him his revolver. Ruane 
died an hour afte:wards. He had worked for an 
unpopular man named Twomey. About a month 
ago a notice was posted on Ruane’s door threat- 
ening him with the same death as Quin,a bog- 
ranger, who also worked for ‘Twomey, and who was 
recently murdered in the district. Notwithstanding 
the notice, Ruane worked for ‘l'womey, as he had 
received similar notices warning him not to work for 
several people. Ruane, who was thirty-five years 
of age, was married and had one child. A young 
man named Cornelius Keeffe has been arrested in 
connection with the affair. 

On Saturday evening at Mountcole, about three 
miles from Listowel, an aged man and farmer named 
John Forhan, while returning to his home between 
Ballybunion and Listowel, accompanied by three 
labourers whom he had taken into his employment 
at ‘Tralee, was fired at while his car was passing a 
dreary portion of the road, causing injuries from 
which he shortly afterwards died. ‘lhe murderers 
escaped before the labourers could get near them. 
Forhan had been under police protection, but a short 
time ago it was withdrawn owing to the feeling 
against him in the district having subsided. On 
Satorday night two shots were fired at a man named 
Thomas Murphy, residing at Farmer’s Bridge, 
Tralee, by men enveloped in red. He, however, 
escaped unhurt, and the attempt seems to have been 
made to intimidate. 

DEATH OF MR. MANDEVILLE, M.P. 

The Coroner’s inquiry at Mitchelstown into the 
circumstances of the death of Mr. John Mandeville 
was concluded last Saturday. ‘The verdict of the 
jury was to the effect that the deceased died from 
inflammation, brought about by brutal aud un- 
justifiable treatment at Tullamore Prison. ‘lhe jury 
also passed a censure on Dr. Barr, and protested 
against political prisoners being treated as common 
criminals, 

We may here remind the Irish Executive that a 
demonstration took place at Cardiff on Saturday as a 
protest against the imprisonment of Mr. Dillon, M.P. 
Among the speakers were the Earl of Aberdeen and 
Sir Hussey Vivian, M.P. Resolutions were passed 
condemning the policy of the Government as an 
outrage on Civilisation.

*SUFFER LITTLE CHILDREN." 


At Marlborough-street Police-Court, last Monday, 
Patrick Lynch, thirty-cight, tailor, Noel-street, 
Soho, and Mary Ann, thirty-four, his wife, were 
charged on remand with neglecting to provide proper 
nourishment and food for their four children, 
namely—Charlotte, aged four years; Michael, aged 
two years and ten months; and Frank and Henry 
Charles, twins, aged ten months. ‘lhe guardiaus 
of the Union of St. James, Westminster, pro- 
secuted. ‘lhe evidence previously given was to 
the effect that some weeks ago the children were 
found in a neglected condition, without food, at the 
prisoner’s lodgings in Noel-street, the twins being 
very emaciated. 

Dr. Corrie Jackson, of Poland-street, communi- 
cated with the police; and the accused, both of 
whom, it was stated, were of intemperate habits, 
were arrested. ‘he room they occupied was in a 
filthy condition, and a horrible stench preceeded 
from it. The children were removed to the Poland- 
street Workhouse, and while there they materially 
improved. When the twins were weighed on June 16, 
it was found that they scaled, respectively, 10 Ib. 4 oz. 
and lllb. Yesterday morniug their weight had in- 
creased, respectively, to 111b. 2 oz. and to 111b. 140z. 
The defence was that the twins were suffering 
from illness, and it was urged that that would 
account for their emaciated condition. A cer- 
tificate was put in showing that they had attended 
the Hospital for Children in Great Ormoud-stieet, 
where they had been treated, and evidence was 
called with the view of showing that they were deli- 
cate from birth, and that plenty of milk and food 
were supplied to them. It was mentioned that the 
defendants between them sometimes earned as much 
as £10 & week. Mr. Hannay said it was ቤ very 
shockiug and painful case, which evidently arose out 
of intemperance. It was clear that the twins, 
although delicate, had suffered through the neglect 
of their parents, who would each be imprisoned for 
three months, with hard labour. 

Joseph Bowden, thirty-eight, a fish hawker, of 
Hatton-wall, and Aune Bowden, thirty-eight, his 
wife, were charged at Clerkenwell the same day on 
suspicion with being concerned together iu causing 
the death of their child, Alice Bowden, aged two 
years and two months. The prisoners early in the 
year were charged with neglecting to afford the sume 
child proper food, nourishment, and clothiug, and 
Joseph Bowden was sentenced to three months’ im- 
prisonment, with hard labour, and his wife to six 
mouths. ከ6 mother had been out of prison about 
ten days, her husband having beeu released three 
months before.

SHIP CANAL TO THE HUMBER. 


Att our great inland manufacturing towns appear 
to be bent on following the example of Man- 
chester in the matter of water communication 
with the sea. Birmingham has a scheme on foot 
for making a canal between that city and the 
Mersey for vessels of 300 tons burden, at an 
estimated cost of £1,600,000; and now the Shef- 
field Chamber of Commerce have come to the de- 
termination that the construction of an inde- 
pendent navigable canal between Sheffield and 
Goole, on the Trent and Humber, has become a 
vital necessity for the existence and development 
of the trade of Sheffield. 


REGENT’S PARK MURDER FEUD. 


At Marylebone, on Monday, two lads named 
Bailey and Garvey were charged with being dis- 
orderly. According to the evidence it appeared that 
since the Regent’s Park murder there had been a 
feud between the Marylebone and Fitzroy-place lads, 
''uey walked about the streets with sticks up their 
sleeves, and complaints were daily received at the 
Tottenham -court-road Police- Station. The pave- 
ment was made impassable by their conduct. They 
went about in gangs and used foul language, 
and respectable persons were afraid to go near 
them. On Sunday afternoon the two prisoners were 
in the neighbourhood of Fitzroy-square, with a 
number of others, creating a disturbance. They 
were taken into custody ; but their companions made 
theirescape. Mr. Haunay said a stop must be put 
to such a state of affairs, and ordered the prisoners 
each to find a surety in the sum of 408 to be of good 
behaviour.—John Callaghan, a youth, was brought 
up for being disorderly and throwing stones. ‘lhe 
evidence was to the effect that on Sunday afternoon 
a gang of about 150 boys—among whom was the 
prisoner—were throwing stones at each other in 
Portland - place, close to the Langham Hotel. 
One of the missiles cut a baby's head open. 
The quarrel arose out of the Regent’s Park 
murder, the prisoner belonging to the Marylebone 
faction. ‘lhe belligerents were charged by the police 
and a number of private persons, and they all 
scampered off as fast as their legs could carry them. 
A gentleman named Corry, residing in Burton- 
cresceut, pursued the accused, who fled down Devon- 
shire-street, and ran into the arms of a constable. 
The prisoner denied his guilt; but two witnesses 
swore to seeing him throw a stone. Mr. Hannay 
imposed a fine of 20s., with the alternative of ten 
days’ imprisonment. 


SERIOUS RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 


A RAILWAY AccIDENT took place last Sunday on 
theline between Thorpe Junction and Clacton-on- 
Sea, on the Great Mastern Railway.

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MONDAY’S THUNDERSTORM. 


A mAINSTORM, accompanied by thunder and 
lightning, passed over the south of London last 
Monday evening. In the vicinity of Deptford 
and New-cross the storm raged with great fury. 
From Brockley to New-cross on the London and 
Brighton Railway there were serious floods, the 
rain flowing down the banks in the deep cutting 
in a p deluge. A great body of water 
poured on to the up-lines from the flooded fields 
close to Brockley Station, and rushed into the 
hollow, which extends to New-cross Station, 
until there was a depth in some places of about 
three feet. 

The up-traffic on both the main and local lines 
was stopped for three hours, the Sutton train due 
at New-cross at 6.35 being the first brought up. 
A large staff of men were employed in clearing 
the rails of sleepers, which had been placed near 
the lines for repairing purposes and were carried 
off by the torrent. On the down-lines the traffic 
was maintained, but the trains travelled very 
slowly, and there was great delay. 'l'raffic on 
the up-lines was resumed at about 9.30. On 
the South-Eastern the trains were delayed, but 
not stopped. 

The cellars and lower rooms of houses in various 
low-lying parts of Deptford and Greenwich were 
flooded, and it is feared the damage is consider- 
able. In some of the houses in Coldbath-street 
and Mill-lane the furniture was floating about in 
the rooms. In Nightingale-lane a portion of the 
roadway sank to a depth of about afoot. Over 
the country generally the weather on Monday 
was unsettled. 


MR. LABOUCHERE’S WATER FETE. 


In connection with the celebration of the Pope 
Commemoration at Twickenham, it had been 
arranged that a water féte should be held on the 
Thames last Monday evening, and, notwith- 
standing the severe thunderstorm at seven 
o’clock, the project was adhered to; but the 
want of fine weather considerably detracted 
from its spectacular success. Shortly after the 
heavy downpour, visitors, taking advantage 
of a temporary cessation of the rain, thronged 
the grounds of Pope’s Villa, the residence 
of Mr. Henry Laboucheye, until they could 
be ferried to the Maria Wood, moored in 
the river opposite. ላቴ half-past eight the 
barge had its full complement of passengers, and 
many ticket-holders were subsequently refused 
admittance. Coloured lamps and Japanese 
lanterns were used to decorate the vessel, upon 
which a baud played, and a few row-boats and 
other craft were also illuminated. But the chief 
feature of the display was the villa itself, the 
limelight thrown upon it making it a prominent 
object upon the bank of the Thames. The well- 
known grotto in the garden was lit up. In the 
vicinity, Cross Deep House, with its Chinese 
lanterns, &c., was a pretty sight. 


A MONSTER TROUT. 


A monsTER trout was captured on July 26 in the 
river Itchen, at Winchester, weighing 161b. 20z., 
and measuring 32 in. in length and 21in. in cir- 
cumference. ‘Lhe bait was a live minnow, and 
he was not landed till two hours after he was 
hooked. He had haunted the stream for years, 
was almost as well known in the city as Queen’s 
Anne’s statue in the High-street, and hadacquired 
quite a reputation for the number of rods he had 
broken and the quantity of fishing-tackle he had 
carried away. His captor was a labourer named 
Turpin, who disposed of him for £1 to a fish- 
monger, on whose slab it attracted almost as 
many visitors as a monarch lying in state. He 
was in splendid condition, and has now gone into 
the hands of a taxidermist for preservation.

feated by Cheshire; and at Sevenoaks a team representing 
the House of Commons won a match played with the 
Wildernesse Club. 

Owing to the bad weather there was only about two kours’ 
cricket at Kennington Oval on Monday in the return-match 
between Surrey and the Australians, play being imprac- 
ticable after three o’clock in the afternoon. It was pecu- 
Jiarly unfortunate that the rain should have come on when 
it did, as the second meeting of Surrey and the Australians 
had been looked forward to with a large amount of interest. 
In the first match, as readers will readily remember, the 
Australians gained ኋ single-innings victory with over 150 
runs to spare. Without depreciating for a moment, how- 
ever, the brilliant all-round cricket they showed on that occa- 
sion, it is not unfair to suggest that the form was incorrect. 
The Surrey men had not played any preliminary matches, 


and Lohmann and Maurice Read had only arrived home from 
Australia on the day before the game commenced. Since 
that overwhelming defeat Surrey have met with extra- 
ordinary success, winning all the eight first-class county 
matches in which they have been engaged, besides beating 
Cambridge University, Derbyshire, Essex, and Hampshire, 
and scoring an innings of 650 in a drawn game with Oxford 
University. Their only reverse has been against Leicester- 
shire at Leicester, when Mr. Shuter, Mr. W. W. Read, Mr. 

toller, Mr. Key, and Mr. Bowden were all assisting the 
Gentlemen of England against the Australians at Lord's, 
It was a decided advantage for Surrey on Monday to win 
the toss, and Mr. Shuter had no hesitation whatever in 
deciding to take first innings. The Surrey captain, who 
went in first with Abel at ቤ quarter past twelve, was caught 
and bowled before a run had been scored, and at 15 Bowden 
and Maurice Read were clean bowled by T'urnerin one over.

With the game look- 
ing very badly for Surrey, Abel, who, with his score at 5,

By steady degrees 
the score was carried to 32. When the rain stopped play 
on the first day, Surrey's score was 92 for six wickets, Key 
being not out 32, and Lohmann not out 8. Rain again 
interfered with play on Tuesday; but in the afternoon 
the Australians managed to get Surrey out for 135. Turner 
took five wickets for 52 runs, and Woods four for 44, but 
Ferris was far less effective than usual, his one wicket 
costing him 38 runs. After the interval the Australians 
began batting with M‘Donnell and Bannerman to 
the bowling of Lohmann (Pavilion end) and Bowley. 
M‘Donnell made a single from Lohmann, but in 
Bowley's first over he was caught at the wicket, 
his downfall affording the Surrey eleven the liveliest 
satisfaction. Trott went in first wicket down, but only six 
runs had been added when two wickets feli in one over from 
Lohmann. Bannerman was easily caught at slip, and 
Bonner, in hitting out at an off ball, was taken at cover- 
slip. The Australians were all disposed of for 52, and had 
to follow on. At the close of play on Tuesday Bannerman 
was, not out, 6, and Bonnor, not out, 4; the Australians, 
with eight wickets to fall, wanting 50 runs to save a single 
innings defeat. Rain fell heavily on Tuesday night and on 
Wednesday morning, and as there was scarcely any hope of 
the ground being fit for cricket, the captains agreed shortly 
before one o’clock on Wednesday afternoon to abandon the 
match as a draw. 

The ground at Lord’s, which takes some time to recover 
from rain, was unfit for cricket on Monday morning, and a 
further downpour in the evening practically destroyed all 
chances of starting M.C.C. and Ground y. Leicestershire. 
Anyway, the ground on 1uesday morning was so completely 
م‎ sia that it was immediately decided to abandon the 
match, 

The Somersetshire Eleven on Tuesday at Bath altogether 
failed to retrieve their poor batting performance on the 
previous day, and, in the end, were badly beaten.

Ox Saturday last the final ceremonial 
in respect to the Pan-Anglican Synod 
took place at St. Paul's Cathedral. 
Shortly before eleven the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, accompanied by his 
chaplains (Mr. Davidson carrying the 
archiepiscopal cross), arrived at the 
great westdoor. HisGrace was received 
by the Archbishop of York, the bulk of 
the English episcopate, and a large 
number of the Colonial and American 
prelates now in London. The pro- 
cession, which eventually moved trom 
the Wellington Chapel on the south- 
west, consisted of the members of the 
choir, the members of the two Con- 
vocations of Canterbury and York, the 
Bishops, some 140 in number, the 
Cathedral clergy, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, supported by the Arch- 
bishop of York on his right and the 
Bishop of London on his left. The 
procession started to the well-known 
hymn, “The Church's One Founda- 
tion,' and moved gently towards 
the east. The Archbishop of York 
preached the sermon. The Te Deum, 
which was the distinguishing feature 
of the service, was then sung, and the 
crowded congregation were dismissed 
by the benediction of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury.

AT Warwick Assizes, on Tuesday, 
George Greenway, partner in Green- 
ways’ Bank, and late Town Clerk of 
Warwick, was indicted for stealing 
900 shares in the Dudley and Stoar- 
bridge Tramway Company, belonging 
to the Kingsley trustees.

FRANCE AND ITALY. 


A LITTLE cloud, which may by-and-by 
assume portentous dimensions, has 
arisen in the East. The Italians have 
assumed complete possession of Mas- 
sowah, and the military commandant 
of the place has issued orders for tL® 
collection of taxes. To these orders 
the French and the Greek residents 
have taken exception, and M. Goblet 
has claimed for French subjects the 
right of exemption on the ground that 
they were protected by the *‘ capitula- 
tions"! from being taxed except with the 
consent of their own Government. To 
this Signor Crispi has rejoined that 
no eapitulations for the protection of 
foreign subjects existed at Massowah; 
but even assuming that they did, he 
says that they had no longer a reason 
for existence when Italy entered into 
possession and set up a government 
which assured protection to all. More- 
over, Signor Crispi points out that it is 
not from Turkey that these complaints 
come, but “always from France," 
which has ‘‘ attracted Greece into the 
orbit of her demands’’—from France, 
which seems to think there is no room 
in Africa for any Power but herself. 

Taken in connection with the Mas- 
sowah incident a report emanating 
from Rome to the effect that Turkey 
has reason to fear an attack on Tripoli 
by the French is of much importance. 
It is well known that the Italians are 
pledged to prevent the Freneh from 
annexing Tripoli. And it is equally 
well known that Germany is by treaty 
bound to back up Italy. 

Tur Smxim Exprpirioy.—A com- 
pany and a half of the Derbyshire 
Regiment, which recently returned to 
Darjeeling, has been ordered to the 
Sikkim frontier.
